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\Vc Iiavt had, thu^ far, to rely 
on tile cable accounts of the recent 
Ijondon niunici|>al election; reports 
that necessarily reflected the capi¬ 
talistic mind of the senders. Now 
we have the issues of the two I.on- 
don .Siu'ialisl [lapcrs to give us a 
view of the result from the working 
class stand|Kiint. It appears that 
our contein|xjraries are not very 
mtwh displeased at the result, at- 
though, while shedding no tears 
for the downfall of the Progresr 
lives, they deplore the means by 
which that party's reverse was ac¬ 
complished; to wit, the deb'<uching 
of the electorate by the private cor- 
{xirations, wlio itch to make private 
plunder out of munici|>al activities 
and necessities. It may be, that our 
British comrades arc not over-wise 
in exulting over tlie change in the 
complexion of the lavmlon county 
council, and the repression of the 
munici|>al ownership principle, that 
may, to some extent, result from it; 
but, being on the ground, they may 
be best calculated to judge. It is 
unmistakable, Ixiwevcr, that the 
municipal ownership activities and 
its educational effect in showing 
the morality of collective mutual 
helpfulness, as against the "serv¬ 
ing of the iieople" that is builded on 
private gain, has always been of ad¬ 
vantage to the Socialist propaganda. 
It lias lessened the resistcnce to our 
principles and teachings; and, be¬ 
sides, the result of the London elec¬ 
tion was unmistakably a triumph of 
reaction. 

In the old council the Progres¬ 
sives had a majority of forty-nine. 
In the new they fall back, and the 
Moderates have a majority of fony. 
•Will Crooks, the Labor member of 
parliament, was returned as a Pro¬ 
gressive. also the well-known 
rabian Socialist and author. Prof. 
Sidney Webb, and the Christian 
Socialist, Stewart Headlam. One 
otif-and-out Social-Democratic can¬ 
didate was elected—the first man to 
enter the coumy council as a direct 
Socialist party r^resentative, by 
naipc. Frank Smith, of the Inde¬ 
pendent Labor party. 

Under tlie Iieading "London’s 
Plight,” the Labor Leader, the of¬ 
ficial organ of the Indimendent 
Labor party, comments on tin. re¬ 
sult of the election in substance as 
follows; "The magnitude of the dis¬ 
aster which has everwhelmed the 
Progressive party in London is its 
one redeeming feature. Its very 
extent will set people thinking and 
endeavoring to probe the causes 
which have brought it about. In 
common with all classes who favor 
honest government, we deplore the 
success which has attended the rap¬ 
scallion tactics of the unscrupulous 
kiuve who poured out money like 
water in order to inflame an^ cor¬ 
rupt the mind of the electorate, and 
we deplore still more the fact that 
any section of "voters should have i 
bem influenced by such methods.! 
Blatancy, vulgarity, and open lying | 
were the means adopted to win 
London ^or the Boodlers, and that 
they succeeded is the disgrace of 
London. 

"W'hilst deeply deploring, as we 
do, the triumph of the trusts, we 
have no tears to shed over the de¬ 
feat of the Progressives. Rent by 


internal dissension, c<'iitcniptiious 
of the claims of Ijbor to a larger 
representation on the council, and 
onlv lialf-hearted in its Labor 
policy , the Progressive party invit- 
eil defeat. In only two constitu¬ 
encies—I-ambeth and Fulham—<lid 
the Progressives refrain from op¬ 
posing Labor nominees, and in one 
of the.se -Mr. Frank Smith won a 
seat from the Moderates, tlie one 
bright spot in the gloom of Satur¬ 
day's proceedings. This antagonism 
to the claims bf J-abor, together 
with Mr. John Burn's reactionary 
methods of dealing with tlie unem¬ 
ployed, alienated from the Progres¬ 
sives in large measure the sup|xirt 
of that skiwly growing, but now 
considerable body of working-cla.ss 
opinion, which even in I-onikm is 
a factor to be reckoncil with in 
every contest. The fact, too, that 
the electric trust, of which so much 
was heard during the campaign, 
was in tlie the main proiixitcd by 
prominent Liberals, had a ilamaging 
effect on the Progressive denuncia¬ 
tions of its dangers.If the 

Labor men -on the new council will 
now abandon their old exclusive 
policy, and form up on the model 
of the house of commons, they 
should ensure the certainty of a 
large increase in the number of 
l-abor men returned three years 
hence.” 

We take the following from 
Justice, the organ of the Social- 
Democratic F'ederation: 

“.After eighteen years of empty- 
promise, the dominance of the Pro¬ 
gressive party on the London coun¬ 
ty council came to a sudden but 
timely end on Saturday last. The 
Progressive leaders appealed to the 
Ratepayer; and the Ratepayer, with 
emphasis, rejected them. They 
have fallen between two stools, hav¬ 
ing failed altogether to counter¬ 
poise by wmrking class support the 
hostility they aroused in middle 
class circles by their timid munici¬ 
pal trading, order to satisfy the 
wealthy ratepayer they had to sweat 
the employees, and when forced to 
accede to working class demands 
the wealthy .latgpayer raged. 

"We are glad that in four of the 
six constitueruiiea where S. D. F. 
candidates appeared, six seats were 
lost by the progressives—one each 
in Battersea and Fiilham, and two 
each in Bow and Bromley and Cen¬ 
tral Hackney. In these constitu¬ 
encies, bad. the Progressive party- 
displayed even a little political com¬ 
mon sense by- running one candidate 
only, they- could have secured three 
seats more—only that might have 
entailed their champions seeing 
three Socialists as their colleagues, 
which would have been ' to them 
more distasteful than a Moderate 
victory-.” 

The criticism of the dominent 
party in the old council in the above 
comments seem, to be rather sweep¬ 
ing, due, probably, to partisan feel¬ 
ing. The old county councU, under 
the dominence of the Progressives, 
in spite of its sins, certainly did 
some big things, in the interest of 
decent citizenship and municipal re- 
ioru:, and accomplished construc¬ 
tive work of the sort that will be 
ready- to the hands of the Socialists 
when they rise to pow-er in that 
great metropolis.

The 
bill has the support of the bureau 
of labor, and was intr<xfijced at tiial 
instance of the head of that bureau, 

Air. Beck. This official states thqt 
he has been receiving complaints 
and statements fsom working-meh 
in various parts of the state of Wis¬ 
consin, ailing that employes are 
required to sign contracts compell¬ 
ing them to take out part of their 
wages in trade at stores ow-ned I9- 
tbe employing company, to rent 
bouses ow-ne<r by the emmpanv. to 
take part of their wages in mining 
stock, that in other cases the) have 
had to sign agreements as to what 
kind of p^le they would or wouM 
not ass(xaate w-ith, what kinds of 
meetings they w-ould or w-ould not 
attend, the kind of ornnizations 
w-hich they w-ould or w-ould not join.

That my life is .sp much com- 
plftcr than the lives of the workers 
wIk) support me has been excused 
on the ^onnd that they are less 
"cultivated" and therefore less 
fitted to enjoy things which please 
me. But that seems a little like 
begging the question. Many of 
them arc not as well educated, be¬ 
cause they liad to go to work as 
boys in the fields, the glass fac¬ 
tories, the mines, the mills, while I 
was pursuing niv leisurely, gentlc- 
inanly way through boarding 
school and university. I don't 
think is was entirely natural apti¬ 
tude tliat marked me out for a uni¬ 
versity education, since I remcinlier 
that frequently I liad to jiay money 
to tutors to drill into my head in- 
fonnatioii of a reinarkablv sinqdc 
character. I was fond of a good 
time—and tliat f had. Of course 
it took inonev. wtiich was obliging- 


rapliy. I coirnily Jn ^ Ufldi 
standing tliat I aiif talking about 1 
inyselt, the type of the idle, rich 
■J'Wng man, not myself the individ¬ 
ual. 

Were I the only one in the coun¬ 
try who liad .such an easy time of it. 
then there need be no such thing as 
Socialism. But I am far from be¬ 
ing he only one. There are thou¬ 
sands of others who produce no 
wealth and coasnme a great deal of 
it. There are thousamls who pro¬ 
duce no mure tlian 1. and who con¬ 
sume ten or twenty times as much. 
Be it rcniemljcred that wherever the 
first {lersonal pronoun is used it 
is used to represent the tyjic and not 
the individual. 

I liavc an income of lictwccn ten 
and tewenly thousand ilnllars a 
year. 1 s]>end all of it. I produce 
nothing—am doing no work. 1 
(the type) can keep on doing this 
all my life unless the present social 
system is cliangcd.

My •income doesn't descend iqion 
me like manna from heaven. It can 
be traced. Some of it comes from 
the profits of a ilaily newspajicr: 
some of it comes from Chicago real 
estate; some of it comes from the 
profits made by the Pennsylvania 
and other railroads; some from the 
profits of the United States Steel 
Corporation: some from the profits 
of the American Tobacco companv. 

.As to Chicago real estate, I didn't 
put it there. Some of it I have 
never seen. It came into possession 
of my family some years ago, when 
It was cheaper. People came to 
Oiicago to work, and in proportion 
as their numbers increased, the 
value of this real estate rose auto¬ 
matically. The people who came 
to Chicago' to work caused the in¬ 
crease hi value—but 1 get the bene¬ 
fit of it. There are pco|)le who arc 
willing to work on this land. I 
am not willing to do so. Thus we 
arrange that they shall work there 
and pay me an annual tribute for 
my permission. 

As to Pennsylvania, Tobacco and 
Steel stocks and bonds. I know 
nothing whatever about railroads, 
except how to read a time-table and 
to bless heaven for the cighteen- 
honr train. Yet I get an annual 
income from railroads. It isn't 
the capitalists who supply me with 
my income from railroads. I am 
one of them myself—and we 
couldn't' 4 U be so comfortable to¬

year. I never have to dun them. 

The big capitalist may wonder at 
my audacity in claiming fellowship 
with him when 1 confess to an in¬ 
come of well under twenty thou¬ 
sand dallars a year. Yet after all, 
while among exclusively capitalist 
circles I am nothing iiuich, still as 
compared with the average Ameri¬ 
can 1 am pretty well off. 

. For instance, it takes to support 
me just twenty times as much as 
it takes to snp|)ort an average 
working man or fanner. And the 
funny thing about it is tliat these 
workingmen and fanners work 
liard all year round, while I don't 
work at all. 

I have better food, lielter clothes 
and a better house than the work¬ 
ers who supply me with money to 
spend.

Or. the Fo:iy Congressmen and the Weighing Season. 


Every four years the government 
conducts a weighing season of 
ninety days, during which the mail 
carried by the railroads is carefully 
scaled and the result used to base 
the yearly compensation of the rail¬ 
roads for the ensuing four years. 
The government pays $42.75 per 
daily mile, per xjo pounds, tier 
year, on small amounts, and $21.37 
per year, per daily mile, on each 
ton on amounts over 5,000 pounds. 

This weighing season nsiially 
starts tlie last week in January. The 
railroads know the date and prc{iare 
to flood the mails at that time so as 
to get a false and exaggerated basis 
for their compensation for the four 
years following. They are aided by- 
certain business coqxiratiotis with 
which they Itave relations, but prin¬ 
cipally by members of congress, 
who, being in po.ssession of the 
franking privilege, arc able to semi 
enormous quantities of bulky public 
documents and even boxes of other 
material all over the country, pos¬ 
tage free. The government, of 
course, lias known this—in fact the 
railroads are not far from ^ing a 
part of the "government,"—and 
has winked at it until the present 
year. It would wink at it this year 
if it dared to. but so much agitation 
against the swindle lias been carricil 
on in 55 ocialist papers and elsewhere 
in the last year or two that it dc^ 
nut dare again be a party to its 
own robbery. The post office de¬ 
partment has a deficit and the agi¬ 
tators have had the temerity to 
show the people that this deficit is 
simply there because the railroads 
are allowed to scandalously fleece 
the U. S. treasury through their 
suspicious relations with the postal 
department and the earn ing of the 
mails. It may be expiaiiiM^ that 
there have always been ■■ex"-rail- 
road men in high positkms in the 
postal department, even as high up 
as the oflhee of assistant postmaster 
general. 

It was supposed this year that 
the weighing sea.snn would start in 
as usual the last week in January, 
and the friends of tlie roads got 
busy with their tuns un tons of stuff 
for the padding of the mails. And 
the stufif was dumped upon the pest 
ofiSce and the departinent evried it 
without a murmur and got it prcitv 
well out of the way—and then it 
leaked out that the weighing season 
had not begun, after all, nut has

Perhaps, e\-eti, the railroad 
magnates flew to Ihein, in distress, 
when the cotigrcssh nal frank priv¬ 
ilege fell short, but at best it will 
not make up for the old time graft. 

.According to a writer in li’orid't 
ll’ork, the United States pays out 
tnore for tlie eariyd’ig of its mail by 
the railroads! Ann all the at her coun- 
iriet of the globe combined! But it 
is not only tbrougli the excess 
weight tfick, the earning rates 
based on the padding ol the mails 
during the weighing seaMin, that 
the railroads benclii. Uncle Sam 
not only pays scandalous prices for 
the' carrying of the inails, but is 
obliged to iay‘a rental for the 
postal cars the imiK are carried in 
besides. He has to pay from $25 to 
$50 a year, per average daily mile, 
as rental. 'This graft of tlie rail¬ 
roads alone is enough to overcoiiic 
a four millicii dollar cleficit in the 
postal department, although it is 
probable that the break in the pad¬ 
ding of the mails during tlie present 
weighing season will go a king 
way to take care of said deficit. 

It should be borne in mind that 
this railroad mail carrying matter 
has been the subject of the usual 
amount of "goveminenul investiga¬ 
tions." When the Social-Democrats | 
begin to rise to power in the na-j 
tksrud administraBon they wilt find 
themselves confronted with a pretty- 
rotten government,- kir this railroad { 
graft of the postal department is!
